A team of experts at the hospital were on 
hand to deliver the trio via eaesarean seetion 
33 weeks into their mum’s pregnaney. 

They were then plaee in the hospital’s speeial 
eare baby unit where they spent 10 days before 
being given the all-elear. 

Five years later, the triplets will be taking 
part in the hospital’s annual 7km Walk For 
Wards on September 20. The walk starts at 
Unele Tom’s Cabin at Shoeburyness and fin¬ 
ishes at Chalkwell Shelter in Leigh-on-Sea. 

Mum Jo told the YA : “We had very good eare 
by Southend Hospital before during and after 
their births and it’s niee to give something 
baek. 

“We always take them out for long walks and 
they have reeently walked 15 miles on holiday, 
so they will be fine.” 

Aeeount manager Jo and husband Dave, a 
Stansted Airport poliee offieer, both 34, 
underwent fertility treatment and antieipated 
there might be a ehanee of twins. 

But the 13-week sean at Southend Hospital 
showed not one heartbeat but three. 

The eouple said they felt a “large dollop of 
fear as well as elation, due to the inereased 


risks around multiple pregnaneies.” 

Lewis eame first at 31b 14oz, followed by 
Isabelle, 31b 15oz, and then Oliver, 31b lOoz. 

Oliver and Lewis are mirror twins, identieal 
twins with opposite features who share the 
same DNA. 

For the first few weeks Jo kept the boys’ 
identity braeelets so they eould tell who was 
who. Even now, friends struggle to tell the two 
of them apart. Eewis is right-handed, his 
brother left; one has a eowliek to the right, the 
other to the left. 

“Even in the womb they moved together,” 
said Jo. Isabelle, meanwhile, “rules the roost” 
aeeording to her mum. Now they are older the 
three are very elose with separate personalities 
whieh lead to the usual sibling disputes. 

They are looking forward to going into year 
one at Grovewood Primary in Rayleigh, where 
they are all in different elasses within the year 
group to develop their own identities, and 
whieh means a eonstant whirl of birthday par¬ 
ties and play dates.

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Mixed views 
on waik-in 
centre plan 
for hospital

HEALTH chiefs plans to create a walk-in 
centre at Southend Hospital A&E depart¬ 
ment have had a mixed reaction. 

Critics say the idea is “barmy” and will add 
strain to already overloaded facilities, along 
with parking problems. 

Supporters say it is much needed and there 
will be consultation. 

The NHS is toying with the idea of creating 
the centre but health bosses say it is too early 
to say whether it will be an extension of A&E 
or a new building. 

The NHS said the extra capacity would be 
needed following the closure of St Luke’s 
walk-in centre in Pantile Avenue, which 
could shut next year. 

Part of that plan would also be the creation 
of a health centre at the back of St Luke’s 
Church or on land belonging to Temple 
Sutton School. 

A new health centre would only have GPs 
and would not provide a walk-in service. 

Councillor Martin Terry, executive member 
for public protection, waste and transport, 
said Southend Hospital would not be able to 
cope with any extra patients visiting the 
walk-in centre. 

He said; “There are already horrendous 
parking issues at the hospital. 

“The idea of another medical facility at the 


hospital is barmy. The hospital will get a lot 
of the 1,600 patients currently using St 
Luke’s walk-in centre every month.” 

St Luke’s ward Independent Councillor, 
Brian Ayling, said the was optimistic a walk- 
in centre at the hospital would work. 

He said: “This should still happen even 
though walk-in centres are being closed 
across the country, so we are lucky really to 
be getting one. 

“We are confident that St. Luke’s residents 
will be happy to hear a new centre is planned 
for 2017.” 

Sue Hardy, chief executive of Southend 
Hospital, said the impact of a new centre 
would consider all elements including park¬ 
ing. 

She said: “Any development should have 
the ultimate aim of easing the significant 
pressures on our emergency department, by 
directing patients to the most appropriate 
team to meet their immediate care needs.” 

Alison Cowie, head of commissioning for 
NHS England East, said NHS England 
would be working closely with Southend 
Clinical Commissioning Group, NHS 
Property Services, the local authority and 
Community Health Partnerships examining 
all elements of the relocation of St Luke’s 
Health Centre.

Trust Links has worked successfully with 
SAFE for years. 

Former Trust Links member Luke Kemzura 
came to Growing Together Westcliff four years 
ago and quickly gained in confidence, decision 
making and social skills. 

He was not particularly interested in 
gardening before, but quickly developed a 
passion for horticulture, progressing through 
the vocational qualifications at Southend Adult 
Community College and then at Writtle College 
before becoming a paid assessor for the 
horticulture diploma. 

Mr King added: “Luke has recently been 
recruited to RHS Hyde Hall as a horticultural 
trainee, which is a great start to his career.” 

Luke joined in with the celebrations for the 
launch of the shipping container classroom. 

Trust Links works across Southend to 
improve well-being and support members with 
mental health issues and learning disabilities 
through therapeutic gardening and a range of 
activities such as music, art, yoga and creative 
writing.

He said: “The app means people can 
get a consultation with a doctor very 
quickly and conveniently, giving us 
more time to see the patients with more 
complex needs.” 

The new app even allows doctors to 
send prescriptions for Leigh patients to 
chemists in the capital, where they may 
be working. 

Health chiefs hope the app will 
reduce pressure on medical centres and 
accident and emergency units. 

Daryl Bowman, Babylon’s chief mar¬ 
keting officer, said; “If you are a 
patient at either surgery, you can get a 
special code for the app.

Swoop ‘shows seafront 
is no longer a racetrack’

Customised car cruising tradition 
stopped by action in High Court

HUNDREDS of boy racers were 
stopped in their tracks and prevented 
from enjoying a seafront cruise 
meeting after High Court action by 
Southend Council. 

Excited youngsters congregated 
along the seafront in their cus¬ 
tomised cars in the hope of showing 
off their beloved wheels on 
Wednesday last week. 

It is the first time that the council 
has used new powers to deter the 
thrill-seekers. 

The authority was granted a High 
Court injunction two weeks ago giv¬ 
ing it powers to send the cruisers 
packing. 

One disappointed driver said offi¬ 
cers arrived “within minutes” of the 
meeting on the seafront at around 
9pm. 

Police said that they swooped on 
the drivers and their loudly popping 
vehicles to stop the event before it 
got started. 

They had “acted on intelligence 
that indicated an event would take 
place”. 

Officers showed a High Court 


injunction to each of the drivers to 
prove they had to leave. 

Police also issued six fixed penalty 
notices, one car was seized for being 
uninsured and one driver was report¬ 
ed for no MOT. 

Police confirmed that there were 
no incidents of bad driving, burnouts 
or pouring oil on the road. 

Councillor Martin Terry, executive 
member for public protection, waste 
and transport, said he hoped word 
was out that the seafront could no 
longer be used as a racetrack, as it 
had been before. 

He said: “Reckless behaviour 
demonstrated by a small number of 
participants in similar previous 
events will not be tolerated. 

“I’d like to reiterate that organisers 
of official car events have nothing to 
fear by this injunction. 

“However, public safety is our top 
priority and anyone intent on behav¬ 
ing in a way that puts the public at 
risk of harm or causes a public nui¬ 
sance at an unauthorised event could 
land themselves in prison.”

Sailor is killed 
in race tragedy 


A BRITISH amateur sailor has died competing 
in the world’s longest yacht race - which started 
at Southend Pier. 

Andrew Ashman, 49, a paramedic from 
Orpington, Kent, was adjusting the sail of his 
team’s boat in the Clipper Round The World 
Race when he was hit on the head by the boom 
and knocked unconscious. 

The race officially started on August 30 from 
the end of the pier. 

Mr Ashman and his crew on board the CV21 
IchorCoal were near the coast of Portugal when 
the tragedy happened. 

Despite receiving immediate medical attention 
he failed to regain consciousness. 


Yellow Advertiser photographer John Andrews 
met Mr Ashman at St Katharine Docks, 
London, the day before the race started. 

He said: “This is extremely sad. Andrew and 
his crew were so excited about the race.” 

The crew of CV21 IchorCoal met race founder 
Sir Robin Knox-Johnston on Monday in Porto, 
Portugal. 

They joined a fleet-wide minute’s silence in 
memory of lost shipmate Mr Ashman. 

Sir Robin said: “This is extremely sad news 
and my heart goes out to his bereaved family and 
friends, and to his fellow crew who have come to 
know Andrew with great affection during his 
training and the early days of this race.”

Raiders stab 
victim^ dog 


A FAMILY dog was stabbed to death by robbers as 
they attempted to steal goods from a house in Ongar. 

Police are hunting two men who attacked the 
Staffordshire bull terrier as they attempted to break in 
to the house in Epping Road at about 2.45pm last 
Friday 

The duo had apparently rung the doorbell and 
claimed they had been sent to the address by someone. 

Two women aged 20, and a man aged 19, were 
inside the property. 

Police described the terrifying moments as the men 
were refused entry and then attempted to smash their 
way in before fatally stabbing the dog. 

PC Rob Guiney, of Loughton CID, said: “When the 
male victim refused to let them in, the suspects start¬ 
ed to kick the front door. 

“The victim’s dog, a Staffordshire bull terrier, got 
out through the door and was stabbed by the suspects. 

“It later died as a result of its injuries. 

“This was a brutal and terrifying incident and I am 
appealing for anyone with information to come for¬ 
ward so we can bring these thugs to justice.” 

The men ran off towards a car park nearby. 

Police have released an efit of a man they want to 
identify. He was aged about 30, of stocky build and 
about 5ft 1 lins. He wore a navy, long sleeved shirt. 

The second man was white, aged 28 to 32 and slim. 
He was between 5ft 5ins and 5ft bins, had scruffy 
black hair and wore a black hooded top.

A» You'd be surprised 
how often agents get 
asked this one! After all, 
it isn’t a very pleasant 
prospect, having a string 
of complete strangers 
traipsing through your 
house - particularly 
when some of them may 
be in no position to buy! 

Of course, it’s a key part of your agent’s 
job to weed out the real time-wasters. 
And just in case you’re inclined to take 
that comment with a pinch of salt, it’s 
worth remembering that we only get paid 
when a property actually changes hands, 
so it’s hardly in our interest to spend time 
arranging viewings for people who clearly 
have no real intention of buying, or ability 
to do so. 

That said, however, the truth is that some 
people really do buy on impulse. This 
might sound unlikely - after all, we’re 
talking about the biggest purchasing 
decision most of us ever make in our

lives! Still, almost every 
agent you talk to will 
have stories of the most 
casual applicant turning 
into a genuine, 
committed buyer, once 
they see a property they 
really like at the right 
sort of price. Even the 
dreaded “nosey 
neighbour” has 
occasionally been 
known to buy the house 
next door. 

What this all amounts to 
is this: unpleasant 
though the prospect 
might seem, you would 
be well advised not to 
seek to limit the number 
of prospective buyers 
viewing your home. This is particularly 
true, I would suggest, at the present 
moment, with the traditional September 
uplift in housing market activity just round 
the corner. 

If it’s the whole question of security that 
bothers you, then most agents will happily 
conduct viewings on your behalf. Indeed, 
many prefer to do so. But in any case, 
whenever you have strangers in your 
home, it makes sense to take a few basic 
precautions, like ensuring that any 
valuables are kept out of sight. 

That aside, if you are serious about selling 
then I think you just need to trust your 
agent to do any vetting that’s necessary.

T om Hardy portrays 
both Ronnie and 
Reggie Kray in Brian 
Helgeland's brutal portrait of 
the notorious gangsters. 

One helping of the London- 
born leading man, with his 
imposing physioal presenoe 
and willingness to delve into 
the darkest recesses of the 
human psyche, is usually an 
emotionally bruising treat. 

A double dose of Hardy 
should be an overflowing 
feast for the senses. 

Surprisingly, the neat gim¬ 
mick of casting the same 
actor in dual roles proves an 
almighty distraction. 

Using the visual shorthand 
of a pair of spectacles to 
distinguish between the two 
Krays, Hardy plays Ronnie 
as a blackly humorous psy¬ 
chopath, who seems to be 
one giggle shy of Jack 
Nicholson's Joker. 

Reggie, as a dutiful son, 
always puts family ties 
ahead of personal desires. 

"My loyalty to my brother 
is how I measure myself," he 
confides. 

Helgeland's period drama 
is torn between these two 
very different faces of the 
same blood-spattered coin. 


Ultimately, the film comes 
apart at the seams as it 
lurches between tenderness 
and lurid violence to lay bare 
the unshakeable bond 
between the brothers. 

Reggie and identical twin 
Ronnie own a lucrative club 
in London, where the rich 
and famous rub shoulders 
with bad boys and criminals. 

With guidance from busi¬ 
ness manager Leslie Payne 
(David Thewlis), the club 
goes from strength to 
strength and the brothers 
entertain a transatlantic 
union with organised crime 
boss Meyer Lansky. 

"London is going to be the 
Las Vegas of Europe," grins 
Lansky's associate Angelo 
Bruno (Chazz Palminteri). 

On the mean streets of the 
capital, the Krays continue a 
brutal turf war with Charlie 
Richardson (Paul Bettany) 
and remain one step ahead 
of Detective Superintendent 
Leonard 'Nipper' Read 
(Christopher Eccleston). 

Reggie embarks on a 
giddy romance with 16- 
year-old Frances Shea 
(Emily Browning), sister of 
his driver Frankie (Colin 
Morgan), despite vociferous 
protests from her mother 
(Tara Fitzgerald). 


The relationship coincides 
with Ronnie's turbulent affair 
with Edward Smith (Taron 
Egerton). 

Sibling rivalry intensifies 
and Reggie struggles to 
contain his brother's sadistic 
impulses and keep Frances 
on an even keel. 

Based on the book The 
Profession of Violence by 
John Pearson, Legend cap¬ 
tures the fashions and 
sounds of Fifties and Sixties 
London with aplomb, but 
the abrupt shifts in pace 
and tone are deeply dis¬ 
comfiting. 

Individually, Hardy's portray¬ 
als of Ronnie and Reggie are 
fascinating but placed side 
by side, they induce a cine¬ 
matic headache. 

Supporting cast are similar¬ 
ly torn between understated 
(Browning) and exaggerated 
(Egerton), including a colour¬ 
ful turn from John Sessions 
as a slippery Conservative 
peer, who enjoys the compa¬ 
ny of young men. 

The running time drags in 
places but it's hard to tear 
your eyes from the screen, 
even when Helgeland's film 
seems to be careening wild¬ 
ly out of control.

A dmire the gifts from emper¬ 
ors, tsars and kings at 
Apsley House, all given to 
the Duke of Wellington who 
defeated Napoleon in the Battle of 
Waterloo. 

The beautiful Georgian building, 
onoe known as Number 1 London, 
was the home of Arthur Wellesley, 
the first Duke of Wellington, also 
referred to as the “Iron Duke”. 

By the time of his death in 1852 
he was a national hero and his 
house on Hyde Park Corner, had 
beoome a shrine to the viotor of 
Waterloo. The following year his 
son, Arthur, opened a Museum 
Room in the house displaying 
Wellington's silver trophies, military 
memorabilia and gifts of poroelain. 

In 1943 the 7th Duke deoided to 
offer Apsley House to the nation, 
together with a signifioant portion 
of the Wellington art oolleotion. 

While the house remains a resi- 
denoe of the Dukes of Wellington 
today, its publio rooms - opened in 
1952 to mark the oentenary of the 
death of the 1st Duke of 
Wellington, under the direotion of 
the Viotoria and Albert Museum - 
give you a glimpse of magnifioent 
examples of the Regenoy style. 

As 2015 is the bioentenary of the 
Battle of Waterloo, visitors oan see 




the re-presented Waterloo Gallery 
where Wellington held annual ban¬ 
quets to oommemorate the viotory. 

See the magnifioent Portuguese 
silver gilt oentrepieoe and dinner 
servioe on the banqueting table 
and explore the interiors of the 
house with its new multimedia 
guided tours through whioh you 
oan delve into the history of 
Apsley, learn about Regenoy sooi- 
ety and disoover more about its art 
- almost 3,000 fine paintings, 
soulptures and works in silver and 
poroelain, given to Britain's great¬ 
est military hero. 

A new exhibition oan be found in 
the basement gallery with memo¬ 
rabilia suoh as medals and shields, 
while a Titian at Apsley House’s 
temporary exhibition oan be seen 
at the house until the end of 
Ootober, where you oan find out 
more about the fantastio original 
works that have been revealed by 
oonservators from under years of 
over-paint, dirt and varnish. 

There are also unique Twilight 
Evenings held at Apsley every 
Wednesday in Ootober that need 



to be pre-booked. They run from 
6pm and let visitors disoover the 
house’s history through talks and 
see its beautiful oolleotion of art. 

Wellington Aroh, whioh stands 
opposite Apsley House and was 
built as a viotory aroh, also has an 
exhibition to mark the bioentenary 
of the battle. Waterloo 1815 - The 
Battle for Peaoe, is open until the 
end of November and gives an 


overview of the battle, the reasons 
for it, the people involved and its 
legaoy. Items on display inolude 
the Duke’s handwritten battle 
orders on velum, his battle sword 
and a pair of original Wellington 
boots. 

The aroh, orowned by the largest 
bronze soulpture in Europe whioh 
depiots the Angel of Peaoe 
desoending on a four-horsed ohar- 


iot of war, offers fantastio views 
over London from its baloonies. 

You oan even peek into the 
Queen's baok gardens, look over 
the royal parks and the Houses of 
Parliament, and watoh the 
Household Cavalry on their way to 
Changing the Guard if you get your 
timing right.

Fiat blends city style with extra muscle 



By John Murdoch 


THE demand for compact crossovers con¬ 
tinues to grow and the 500X is Fiat’s bid for 
a share of the market. 

It is based on the hugely successful 500 
city car and shares some of its retro styling. 

The model is available with a variety of 
petrol and diesel engines and the choice of 
two or four-wheel drive. 

It sits on a new platform which is also used 
by its cousin the Jeep Renegade. 

Looks determine the success of most of 
the vehicles in this sector and the 500X is 
more than just a jacked-up 500 on steroids. 

Two versions are available - a standard 
smart-looking model and the more rugged 
Cross version I drove. 

The muscular Cross features the retro dou¬ 
ble circular headlights and moustache grille 
but it is much more muscular than the little 
city car. 

The standard versions feature smoother 
front and rear bumpers while the Cross 
enjoys a more macho appearance due to its 
chunky bumpers, visible underbody protec¬ 
tion panels and roof rails. 

The exterior also has 17-inch alloys, a rear 
spoiler, tinted windows, fog lights and 
chrome finishes on the door handles, tailgate 
and exhaust pipe. 

The 500X is also larger than most of its 
main rivals, including the Mini Countryman, 
the Renault Captur and Nissan's Juke and 


so offers plenty of space inside for four 
adults to travel in comfort. 

It is easy to select a good driving position 
and there is good visibility. 

The retro theme continues inside but the 
instruments and controls are all clear and 
easy to read and use, while a 6.5-inch info¬ 
tainment screen dominates the dash top. 

The touchscreen offers Bluetooth stream¬ 
ing and you also get a chunky leather-clad 
steering wheel, electric front and rear win¬ 
dows and door mirrors, automatic dual-zone 
climate control, ambient lighting, a drive 


selector and leather upholstery. 

The most popular engine is sure to be the 
118bhp Multijet 1.6-litre diesel which pow¬ 
ered the test car in combination with a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

It is good for 115mph and takes 10.5 sec¬ 
onds to reach 62mph. 

It is willing and fairly smooth and comes 
with stop/start which helps it to achieve a 
claimed combined average figure of 
68.9mpg. It emits 109g/km and meets the 
Euro 6 standard. 

As you would expect, the Cross offers 


bags of grip and the handling is good with 
limited body roll on tight corners. 

The suspension handles most surfaces 
well and it proved to be a good motorway 
cruiser. 

On the safety front the Cross features the 
latest tech and buyers can also opt for a 
Dynamic Safety Plus Pack which includes 
lane departure warning, blind spot detection, 
forward collision mitigation and a rearview 
camera for an extra £650. 

On the practical side there is a 350-litre 
boot which expands to 1,000-litres with the 
60/40 split rear seats folded. 

The cabin also has a number of useful 
storage places. 

Range prices start at £14,595 and the test 
car cost £20,095 but as it featured a num¬ 
ber of option packs the final tally was 
£23,295.
